CAUSE OF DISASTER IS UNKNOWN 


The Victims Were All Under Twenty; 


Years of Age—Sickening Scenes '„

Scranton, Pa., March 31.—(Bulletin )' 


—Several 
girls lost their lives th« 


:orenoon by an explosion in the Dick- 
son squib factory at Priceburg, four 
miles from this city 
Two bodies were 


found two blocks from the scene of the 
explosion. Many of the girls are badly 
wounded. The cause of the disaster Is 
not yet known. 


Reports up to one o'clock today 


make it certain that at least six girls 
ost their lives in the explosion. There 
were 25 girls in the factory and only 
two escaped uninjured. Squibs are 
short fuses to set off mine blasts. Very 
oung girls are employed at the work 
and none of those hurt were over 20. 
Several who were not killed by the ex- 
plosion died in agony, as the flames 
destroyed the factory. 
Some of the 


dead and dying could be seen from 
the street pinned down with 
heavy 


imbers and being covered with flames. 
. fire alarm was sounded and hurried 


calls sent to physicians of the 
who tried to relieve the suffering girls. 
The fire was soon under control and 
shortly after 12 o'clock the first body 
\ as taken from the ruins. Four were 
aken out. They were burned beyond 
recognition. 
The work of searching 


or other bodies is still going on. The 
cause of the explosion is unknown.

From their herds of reindeer the 


1/aplanders In northern Europe taka 
the woolly, hair and make from it blan- 
kets which are remarkable for their 
excellent qualities of resisting mois- 
ture and cold. Of these blankets the 
"United States consul at F/rankfurt, 
Germany, has this to say; 


"A close examination of the hair of 


the reindeer furnislies an explanation 
of ite peculiar value. The hair does 
not have a hollow space inside for its 
•whole length, but is divided or parti- 
tioned off Into exceedingly numerous 
cells, like -water tight compartments. 
These, are filled -with condensed air, 
and their walls are so clastic ^ind at 
the same time of such strong resist- 
ance that they are not broken up ei- 
ther during the process of manufac- 
ture or by swelling when wet. The 
ceHs expand in water, and thus it hap- 
pens that ,a man clad completely in 
garments made of reindeer wool does 
not sink when in water because he is 
buoyed up by means of the air con- 
tained in the hundreds of thousands 
of hair cells. In'the markets and 
stores 'of Nerway, Sweden and Russia 
garments and blankets of reindeer 
wool are to be had at lower prices 
than'other fabrics. In Vienna there is 
a factory •which manufactures gar- 
ments of reindeer wool, especially 
bathing costumes. For persons una- 
ble to swim the possession of such 
garments is of great value. It is pos- 
sible that they may be utilized "in 
learning how to swim. Recently suc- 
cessful trials have been made in Paris 
In this line. In England attention has 
been directed to this peculiar property 
of reindeer wool, and it is proposed to 
take up its manufacture and possibly 
to improve It."—Fiber and Fabric.

The Metal Jfodlnm. 


A new metal similar to aluminium, 


but of still lesser weighty has been dis- 
covered by the French engineer, Al- 
bert Xodon, and called "nodium" after 
him. 
It is manufactured by an elec- 


tric process. In color, luster and struc- 
ture It is almost exactly like steel. Its 
specific weight when' molten is only 
2.4. Its resistance against breaking is 
given as about twenty pounds a square 
of -O4 inch. Its constancy in the air 
Js higher than that of aluminium. Its 
ductility is between six and eight 
Inches. The malleability can be com- 
pared to that of bronze. It melts at 
about 600 degrees.

WILL CONTEST 


Decision Rendered by The 


Court Thursday. 


Judge Gager Holds Letter Can't Be Ad- 


mitted, As It Was Not Sufficiently 


Described. 


New Haven, Conn., March 31.—Wm. 


J. Bryan loses his case in the contest 
for the admission of the sealed letter 
in the Bennett will controversy accord- 
ing to ttie decision entered at 11:20 
this morning by Judge Gager in the 
superior court in this city. 


Judge Gager decided that according 


to the Connecticut law, the sealed let- 
ter cannot be adniitfted, as it is not de- 
scribed with sufficient certainty in the 
will and that an extraneous paper can- 
not be admitted in the construing of 
the will.

"The First National bank bears the 


expense of feeding its clerks at the 
noon hour, and as the undertaking bns 
been quite satisfactory all around fre 
have made a move to follow In the 
footsteps, of Chicago's greatest bank- 
ing institution," said a high official of 
the road. 


"Our men are at work at 8 o'clock, 


and they have an hour for luncheon. 
Some of them go out and have a bowl 
ot milk and some cereal or other, while 
others^take a sandwich and a cup of 
coffee or a piece of pie and a glass of 
milk. Many of the men do not have 
enough of the right kind of food to be 
in the best condition to serve the com- 
pany. They do fairly well on their 
light meal until about 4 o'clock, -when 
thqy become tired and hungry.

milk, tea or coffee and a substantial 
dessert. The officials have discussed 
the matter thoroughly and have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that both the 
men and the company would benefit 
by the change.
